May X take this opportunity to tell you that 1 have 
been following your policies and actlvltlea aa closely as 
X can and may X be presumptuous enough to tell you that I 
am extremely proud that you are our Secretary of State, 
and that despita a lack of understanding of your program 
in seme quarters, you hsve courageously persevered in pur- 
suing the very best interests of the United States. These 
are certainly difficult and exciting timet. The American 
people and their government are going to sec this historic 
period of testing of free institutions to s successful out- 
come. Your end President Eisenhower's faith In this 
realisable goal is an inspiration to all of your friends.
